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CQP 2005

The 40" running of CQP is now in the record books. 
CQP 2005 was all about the double ‘OAT record 
setting operations. 


K2RD (callsign W6OAT), drove the K6IDX station to 
anew El Dorado county record of 295,395 pts for a 
47% increase. W6OAT, at the “urging” of W6ZZZ, 
hammered his old NV (state) record, operating W7RN 
@ KS5RC. The old record stood for 22 years. This 
state record may stand for a very long time. 


K6VVA set his sites on the San Benito county record, 
beating the old one that stood since 1988. 


Other record setting activities include W6PH (INYO 
county), N6MJ @ W6YI (San Diego), and WOBH for 
a new Kansas state record. 


Congrats to all these fine Ops for their record setting 
operations. See the table further in for the details. 


SINGLE OP RESULTS - CA 

Besides a new San Diego record, NGMJ @ W6YI took 
top slot this year with 374K pts. Second place was 
handily filled by K6LA at 315K pts. N6MJ just pulled 
out more QSOs — 2743 versus K6LA’s 2236. The 
remaining top slot was filled with 306K pts by K6XX 
with 2145 QSOs. This year, it was the battle of QSOs. 
All top slots had a sweep. 


The Low power category was lead by K6AM witha 
217K pts and a sweep, from San Diego county. 
Followed by AA6PW with 209K pts and W6JTI with 
160K pts. AA6PW actually had 30 more QSOs in the 
log than K6AM. The 1* place goes to K6AM, though, 
for pulling out 63 more CW QSOs to AA6PW greater 
93 Phone QSOs. Congrats to all three ops for a great 
operation and excellent finish. 


CQP has traditionally been a Phone contest. K6XX 
boasted this is the first year he didn’t go begging for 


CW contacts. More and more 1“ versus 2™ place slots 
are decided by the op with the greater CW total. 


As is the CQP tradition, the top 20 Single-Op entrants 
take home a bottle of vintage CQP wine from WK6I’s 
Twisted Oaks Winery. The results page gives the full 
details on these ops. Getting into the top 20 took a 
score of 176K, down from last year. 


SINGLE OP RESULTS - non CA 


The top Single-op spot was taken by a new, yet 
familiar op - VA7RR @ VE7SZ. VA7RR is a long 
time NCCC member, and chaired this contest for 
many years, before passing the task to AD6E. 


The 2" place slot is filled by long time CQP entrant 
KSTR, followed by KSGA. KSTR had more total 
QSOs (1088 to 1070). Again, VA7RR pulled out 61 
more CW QSOs, to George’s 79 Phone QSO delta. 
This contest was decided again by the greater CW 
total. Both had sweeps. 


K5GA did more CW QSOs than either of the top two 
(13 and 74). However, his Phone count was almost 
100 behind the other two. The skill in this contest is 
getting the right balance. 


Congrats to all three ops! 


The Low Power category saw WD5K with the top 
slot, followed by VE6EX and W8MJ. No CW versus 
Phone ratios here. Each op did more CW and Phone 
QSOs than the one below, with all three of them 
producing a CA county sweep. I’m sure they’ve 
already filed for their WACC award! 


Look at the results summary page for a list of the ops 
taking home a bottle of CQP wine. This year, the 
point spread from the 1" place to 20" place was 71K, 
almost the score it took to get into the top 20. 


MULTI-SINGLE - 


A new county expedition team of WC6H and W6CT 
took 1 place by 89 QSOs. W6PT, the 2" place 
finisher, actually had 148 more CW QSOs. That 
couldn’t overcome the 237 Phone QSO advantage that 
WC6H had. 


W6YX was only 116 pts behind W6PT for a 3rd place 
finish. W6YX had more CW QSOs, but the greater 
Phone QSOs for W6PT held the day for them over 
W6YX. 


Overall, the M/S category is generating more interest 
in CQP, especially for county expeditions. Practice 
during field day leads to great CQP performance and 
the fun can be had twice a year.

MOBILES - 


Mobile activity saw a new entrant this year. Kit, 


WA6PWW took his super-sized truck on the road, 
along with Ron, W6AZ, visiting nine Northern CA 
counties for a QSO total of 113. They will be back 


next year, bigger and better. Of note, Kit is the ARRL 
Section Manager for Santa Clara. 


Regulars KODI and KOKTZ operated K6AQL from 


twenty three counties for a QSO total of 1,447. 


Colusa County netted the most QSOs for both KEAQL 
and WA6PWW. 


Other mobile entries include W6KY with a total QSO 
count of 206, NS6RR with 106 QSOs. Two out non- 
CA mobiles submitted entries as well: KF6GL from 
Florida with 21 QSOs, and W8AKS from Nevada with 


116 QSOs.

County expeditions are the only way to get some of 


the counties on the air.

For this 40" running of CQP, the top S/O slot goes to 


WE6EML in Mono county with 160K points. Second 


place goes to now veteran county expeditioner, 
N6ZFO, with 102K points. N6ZFO had an adventure 


this year with his vehicle that grants him “veteran” 


status. He’s now a regular in Tehama County. 


The top M/S county expedition goes to W6PT in 


Imperial county with almost 289K points. 


Completing the awards for top M/M expedition is the 
KS6U crew in Modoc county with 214K pts.

2005 CQP brought interesting WX to the northern CA 
county expeditions. Most didn’t survive past Saturday 
sunset. Those that did survived rain, wind gusts 
greater than 40 mph and a pretty deep freeze by 
Sunday sunrise. That played a factor in non-CA 
sweeps... 


SWEEPS - 


One of the exciting elements is to work a sweep — all 
58 counties for non-CA entrants, or all 58 states and 
RAC Prov for CA entrants. Sweeps were a little hard 
this year, for both sides of the contest. More on that in 
a minute. 


The first to work all 58 non-CA mults is W6TK in 6 
hrs and 20 minutes. But, the story doesn’t end there. 
Skill is definitely the bigger part of a sweep, and being 
first to sweep. This year, it took a little more — luck 


and being at the right place, at the right time, in the 


right mode. 


At 22:18Z, (3PM PDT), many stations were at 57 


mults, looking for Utah. KB7RUQ came on the air 
from Utah, 40M SSB. He started at the top of the 


band, and started working stations as he was able to 
copy their CQ. First up was W6TK, followed by 
WE6PH, followed by KF6T, giving each operator their 
58" multiplier. Oh, and Jim only operated SSB for the 
contest. CW counts as an important element in CQP, 
but, clearly it’s not a CW only contest. 


Non-CA first to sweep was again this year by N4PN, 


in 5hrs and 15mins, beating last year’s time by 44 
minutes. Congrats to Paul! 


Of course, this 1* to 58 also has a story to it as well. 


N4PN beat out venerate Yukon Territory contester 


VY1JA by only twelve minutes! N4PN found N6AJR 
in Solano county at 21:15. Twelve minutes later, 
VY1JA found N6ZFO in Tehama county for his 58" 


mult. 


WD5SK was more than an hour back from VY1JA, also 
finding N6ZFO for his 58" mult. 


A total of 17 non-CA stations were able to work a 


sweep of all 58 CA counties. If you didn’t work the 
northern counties by Saturday sundown, you missed 


them.

OBSERVATIONS 


Overall, the number of logs submitted was down for 
the 40" running of CQP — just over 600 logs were 
received, versus 662 for 2004. One thing hasn’t 
decreased — the fun factor! 


2005 was a year of change for CQP. The long time 
chairman, AD6E, was co-chair for the Kure Island, 
K7C DXpedition this year, which occurred during 
CQP. N6RCE has taken over as chairman. AD6E 
took two major CQP participants with him — NI6T and 
WE6SRZ. 


Several of the normal county operations were not 
present this year, due to job and family changes. 


Logs from DX stations were much lower this year. 
Total scores and QSO counts overall were down from 
2004. The effect of the sunspot cycle is starting to be 
felt. It’s an amazing how an object 93 million miles 
away can have such a drastic impact on our hobby. 
The force and power of nature is to be reckoned with. 


CQP is sponsored by NCCC and requires a volunteer 
army to make it happen. Many of the regulars 
contributed to this years contest - K6RB, AE6Y, 
WKE6I, WOYK, KX7M, N6TV, N6DE, W6OAT, 
AD6E.

LOG CHECKING — 

Our goal is to provide the best accuracy possible in 
these results. As always, nothing is perfect and there 
may be errors. Any error found after publication will 
be updated on the CQP web site: http://www.cqp.org. 


Logs without specifically showing an operating 
category were entered as single op, high power. Many 
logs were received indicating an operating QTH very 
different than what others copied them to be on the air. 
In such cases, we used the vast majority of received 
reports rather than what was indicated in the log. 


Qso. 


The team used extensive search software to be as 
accurate as possible. Only QSOs that were either 
proven to be in error, or had a very highly probable 
error were reduced. No penalty was given by software 
alone. There was always a human judge to make the 
actual decision. 


My thanks go to the log checkers who put in many 
hours of effort to get these results out. Their efforts 
have made these results more credible. Anyone who 
submitted a “soft” log can get a report file that details 
each and every deduction.
